BE IT RESOLVED, by the Hous'e 


of' Representatives of the State

BE IT RESOLVED by the House ol 


Representatives of the State: oi 
Arkansas, and-by -the Senate:1' A 
majority of all- members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto:

posed as an Amendment.to. the Con- 
stitution of the State of.

-; SECTION 1. In addition to the 
tax millage now allowed; after the 
consent of the majority of those 
voting on the question at any gen 
eral or special election in cities, 
or 
municipal corporations,

of real and personal property, not 
to exceed an additional five mills 
o.n the dollar;' provided' such ad' 
ditionai tax shall npt exceed, three 
and one-half mills.on the dollar for 
general purposes; and Jprovided 
that a further one and; one-half 
mills on the dollar of such, total' adi 
ditionai tax may toe levied;'from1

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Hous'e 


of' Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a

That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas. 
an,d upon being submitted to the 
electors of the State, for, approval 
or rejection at the next ""general 
election for Representatives and 
Senators, if a majority-'of electors 
voting thereon, at such an election, 
adopt such amendment, the same 
shall become a part rof the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 
to-wit: 
SECTION 1. 
The General As- 


sembly shall provide for the sup- 
port of the common schools by gen- 
eral law, including an annual per 
capita tax of One Dollar .($1.00), 
to be assessed on every inhabitant 
of this State over the age of twenty- 
.one (21) years, and school distrtefc 
are hereby authorized to levy by* a 
vote of the qualified electors re- 
spectively thereof at the annual 
school election an annual tax not 
ta exceed Thirty mills (30) on the 
dollar in any one year on the tax- 
able property in such school dis- 
trict for the maintenance of schools, 
the erection and eqiupment of 
school buildings, and the retire- 
ment of existing indebtedness, the 
amount and pui-pose of such ex- 
penditures and the tax to be leyted 
itherefor to be determined unflter 
:such budgetary reqiurements 
as 


the General Assembly may pro- 
vide; that in order to pay the 
bonded indebtedness of any district

ta exceed Thirty mills (30) on the

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT - 


N O . 44 
. ' , . . , . 


BE IT RESOLVED by the House ol 


Representatives of the State: oi 
Arkansas, and-by -the Senate:1' A 
majority of all- members elected 
to each House agreeing thereto: 
That the following is hereby pro 


posed as an Amendment.to. the Con- 
stitution of the State of. Arkansas, 
and upon being submitted to-, the 
electors of the' state for approval or 
rejection at the next general elec- 
tion for Representatives arid Sen. 
ators', if a majority of the electors 
'voting thereon, at such" an election, 
adopt such Amendment, the' same 
shall become a part of the Consti- 
tution of the State of Arkansas, to- 
wit:

-; SECTION 1. In addition to the 
tax millage now allowed; after the 
consent of the majority of those 
voting on the question at any gen 
eral or special election in cities, 
or 
municipal corporations, 
the 


cities, or municipal corporations 
may annually thereafter, levy an 
additional tax on the assessed value 
of real and personal property, not 
to exceed an additional five mills 
o.n the dollar;' provided' such ad' 
ditionai tax shall npt exceed, three 
and one-half mills.on the dollar for 
general purposes; and Jprovided 
that a further one and; one-half 
mills on the dollar of such, total' adi 
ditionai tax may toe levied;'from1 
which, and only for this designated 
purpose, there shall be created a 
Fund's to pay Retirement Salaries 
and, pensions to .the nonruniformed 
paid employees of said cities there- 
tofore or thereafter earned, and 
pensions to the widows and minor

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT 


NO. 43

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Hous'e 


of' Representatives of the State 
of Arkansas and by the Senate, a 


, majority of all members elected 


to each House agreeing thereto:; 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas. 
an,d upon being submitted to the 
electors of the State, for, approval 
or rejection at the next ""general 
election for Representatives and 
Senators, if a majority-'of electors 
voting thereon, at such an election, 
adopt such amendment, the same 
shall become a part rof the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 
to-wit: 
SECTION 1. 
The General As- 


sembly shall provide for the sup- 
port of the common schools by gen- 
eral law, including an annual per 
capita tax of One Dollar .($1.00), 
to be assessed on every inhabitant 
of this State over the age of twenty- 
.one (21) years, and school distrtefc 
are hereby authorized to levy by* a 
vote of the qualified electors re- 
spectively thereof at the annual 
school election an annual tax not 
ta exceed Thirty mills (30) on the 
dollar in any one year on the tax-

another dam not fai from its proposed location was completed 
last week after several months of unpublicized construction work, 


Humorously named "Little Millwood", it is a 20-foot earth 


darn on the Hempstead County Hunting Club property designed to 
create a reservoir to supply water vto a big feeding station which 
the owners of Grassy Lake hope will attract ducks i'or the benefit 
of hunters in public areas as well as on private club property, 
TOR— This is a view of the dam from the reservoir side. 
It is 20 feet hiah, 400 feet l&nfi. and should create a lake about 1,300 
feet long and 300 feet wide — about 12 acres, The drainage basin 
comprises around 190 acres. The dam has packed-earth spillways 
at both ends,
